Willie Lamb, son of Theodore Lamb, 


•f this city, was murdered by a ne- 
gro at Truckee Saturday eVenrag. 


According to the details given 
a 


Chronicle man at Reno by a n eye' 
witness of the affair, the murder was 
a. cowardly one. Lamb, who was em- 
ployed as a waiter in one of the eat- 
. Ing houses at that place, was on his 
•way to or from the kitchen with a 
tray full of dishes upon his arm. 


The negro was sitting close by the 


way Lamb took, and as the latter 
was gplng byT the negro drew his arm 
with a sweeping motion along 
the 


length of 
his thigh, in the act of 


scratching a match. His elbow struck 
Lamb, causing the trayful of dishes to 
fall to the floor. 


This greatly provoked Lamb, who 


drew a six-shooter and struck 
the 


negro over the head twice with it. 


The negro 
immediately left 
the 


place and went directly to his lodgings 
where he procured a six-shooter. Re- 
turning to the eating house he went 
directly to Lamb and 
pointed 
the 


weapon at his body. As he stood in j 
fhl* attitude, Lamb said, "WeU, if 
you're going to shoot, shoot," or words 
to that effect. 


The negro then pulled the trigger 


and the gun snapped without going off. 
He fired a second time and the weapon 
was discharged, the bullet 
entering 


Lamb's body on one side of the ab- 
domen, penetrating the intestines. He 
fell to the floor and died In about 20 
minutes. 


The deceased was bom and raised 


on the Comstock and was about 24 


• years old. 
He was noted 
here for 


his quiet and good-natured disposition 
and everybody that knew him was his 
friend.—Virginia Chronicle.
